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Faith and Feeling 

Forgiveness and fellowship with God 
are founded on fact, not feeling. His 
marvelous plan of salvation, whereby 
He can righteously pardon the sinner 
and impart grace sufficient for every 
temptation, rests on the great fact “that 
Christ died for our sins according to the 
scriptures; and that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day accord- 
ing to the scriptures” (1 Cor, 15:3, 4). 


Many have been troubled by giving too 
large a place to feelings, and not enough 
to fact and faith. The proper relation- 
ship of the three was quaintly set forth 
by the Rev. Evan H, Hopkins, who for 
thirty-eight years was one of the most 
beloved and respected leaders of the 
Keswick Convention in England, He was 
quoted in “The Bible and Spiritual Life,” 
by the Rev. Arthur T. Pierson, one of 
the outstanding leaders in American 
Christian life fifty years ago, who was 
also welcomed as a speaker at the Brit- 
ish Keswick. In his chapter on “The 
Problem of Faith,” in the book just men- 
tioned, which is now unfortunately out 
of print, there is this fine paragraph: 
“Rev. Evan Hopkins quaintly says that 
Fact, Faith, and Feeling are to march 
in the procession in a regular order 
Fact leads; Faith, with the eye on Fact, 
following; and Feeling, with the eye on 
Faith, bringing up the rear. All goes 
well as long as this order is observed. 
But the moment Faith turns his back on 
Fact and looks at Feeling, the proces- 
sion wobbles.” These three things are 
somewhat related to the three parts of 
man’s being: mind or soul, spirit, and 
body. Facts are apprehended with the 
mind; faith is a function of the spirit, 
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through which man has communion with 
God; and feelings depend very much on 
physical condition and outward circum- 
stances, which are felt by the body. In 
every believer the Spirit of God should 
be in control, through the human spirit, 
and mind and body should take second 
and third places. Feeling and fact are 
something like a thermometer and the 
calendar. Only the calendar shows ex- 
actly what day it is, for the mercury 
may go up in November or down in 
June. In general, the temperature varies 
between certain points at certain sea- 
sons, but it does not determine the date. 
Feelings may be an indication of our 
spiritual state, but they don’t change 
our standing. The more we are occupied 
with God and His faithfulness, Christ 
and His righteousness, and the Spirit 
and His power, the more our faith will 
be strengthened, and our feelings 
brought into line. “They looked unto 
him, and were lightened: and their faces 
were not ashamed” (Psa, 34:5). Love, 
joy, and peace are the fruit of the Spirit 
(Gal, 5:22). “Now the God of hope fill 
you with all joy and peace in believing, 
that ye may abound in hope, through 
the power of the Holy Ghost” (Rom. 
15:13).

E MAY think it strange at first 
that Paul should have to ask 
Christian men and women to be 


“kind one to another.” But a little 
thought will show how very necessary 
this injunction was in that day, and alas, 
we have not outgrown the need for it 
even in our day. Those believers were

brought up in a pagan environment 
where malice, hate, cruelty, oppression, 
passionate temper were common. When 
converted, and men turned from their 
idols to serve the living God, they did 
not become perfect in a day, and 
thus these converts from paganism did 
not find it an easy matter to “put off 
the old man with his deeds,” and to “put 
on” as “God’s elect . . . a heart of com- 
passion, kindness, lowliness, meekness, 
longsuffering” (Col, 3:9-12, R.V.). Who 
has not been guilty of an unkind 
thought, feeling, word, or deed? Tenny- 
son in his great poem, “Maud,” says: 
Ah yet, we cannot be kind to each other 
here for an hour; 
We whisper, and hint, and chuckle, and 
grin at a brother's shame. 
However we brave it out, we men are a 
little breed. 
We all see the need to be kinder, more 
thoughtful. more sympathetic to others, 
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for we know we have done harm to our 
own souls when we have been actuated 
by a spirit of impatience, irritability, or 
even malice. To the end of our days we 
shall have need of the apostolic injunc- 
tion, “Be ye kind one to another” (Eph. 
4:32). 


Kindness is one of the fruits of the 
Spirit (Gal. 5:22, R.V.). It is one of the 
marks of love, for “love ... is kind” (1 
Cor. 13:4). The “kindness of God” 
shown in providing a way of forgive- 
ness for rebellious man is the revelation 
of the greatness of His love toward us 
(Titus 3:4, 5). The kindness of God 
begets kindness in the hearts of His own 
children. One of the fruits of the great 
evangelical revival in the eighteenth 
century was the welling up in the hearts 
of men and women ofa spirit of kindness 
toward their fellows. It was a cruel 
age, an age without. mercy. Men and 
women were sold into slavery, little 
children in Britain worked long hours 
in coal mines, dragging heavy tubs of 
coal tied to their almost naked bodies; 
in the factories boys and girls fell down 
exhausted through excessive labor and 
malnutrition. The insane were made a 
public spectacle and prodded by their 
keepers to make them mad with rage 
to amuse the public, who paid to be 
amused. It was men and women whom 
God had touched, transformed, who saw 
that these terrible cruelties were con- 
trary to the will of God, and they re- 
solved that by the grace of God they 
would work to bring in a kinder and 
nobler age. It has often been pointed 
out that it was not the church that 
banished the cruelty of that .day, for it, 
too, often supported it in its own selfish 
interests, but individuals moved by the 
love of God, The names of Lincoln, Clark- 
son, Harriet Beecher Stowe, Shaftes- 
bury, Florence Nightingale, and Eliza- 
beth Fry remind us of what they did in 
their respective spheres on behalf of 
suffering humanity. There is nothing 
like a revelation of God’s kindness 
toward us to inspire us to be “kind one 
to another,” for God is “kind to the 
unthankful and to the evil” (Luke 6:35). 

It is possible for us all to fulfill this 
injunction, for it costs so little to be 
kind. None is too hard up to spare a 
little kindness. We may show kindness 
in so many different ways. We may 
help Mother in the home by little kindly 
deeds; we may cheer an infirm or lonely 
neighbor by a friendly visit, bring joy to 
the heart of a little child by a gift, or 
do some insignificant thing which means 
so little to us but so much to another. 
When a minister in Scotland, I was 

often amazed how old people would re- 
member to their dying day some little 
act of kindness, which I had completely 
forgotten. If only we realized the power 
of a small act of kindness we would 
try to be kinder. It has the power to lift 
burdens, to give new hope to the de- 
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spairing, to cheer and comfort the be- 
reaved, to save a sinner from destruction, 
How true it is that “touched by a loving 
hand, wakened by kindness, chords that 
- were broken will vibrate once more” 
(Fanny Crosby). Be kind to others, be 
more thoughtful, tolerant, sympathetic. 
When you have been as kind as possible 
be a little kinder still. 

Wordsworth, the English poet, relates 
an incident in his early life. Wandering 
through a wood, he came upon a totter- 
ing old man, trying with his mattock to 
unearth the root of a tree. The task 
was obviously far beyond his feeble 
strength, and his patience was at break- 
ing point. The young Wordsworth seized 
the tool and at one blow severed the 
tangled root. The old man’s gratitude 
was like an avalanche— 

The tears into his eyes were brought, 

And thanks and praises seemed to run 


So fast out of his heart, I thought 
He never would be done. 


I’ve heard of hearts unkind, kind deeds 
With coldness still returning; 

Alas, the gratitude of man 
Hath oftener left me mourning. 

At a trifling cost we can bring so much 
happinss to another life, yet how rarely 
many of us will go out of our way, will 
deny ourselves in the least in order to 
do some little act of kindness for an- 
other. Never can we measure the in- 
fluence of a single kindness upon an- 
other. 

Slightest actions often 
Meets the sorest needs, 

For the world wants daily 
Little, kindly deeds. 

Oh, what care and sorrow 
You may help remove 

With your songs and courage 
Sympathy and love. 

The gentle word and kindly deed will 
heal the aching heart in its sorest need. 

The late Dr. David McIntyre of Glas- 
gow, who was one of the kindest and 
humblest men I’ve ever met, tells a 
beautiful story showing how a little act 
of kindness had a transforming influence 
upon the life of another. Dr. McIntyre 
was asked to go and conduct the funeral 
service of a friend of his youth who 
had lived and labored for half a cen- 
tury in a village on the edge of a bleak 
Scottish moor. It was his first and only 
charge. He was greatly loved and missed, 
Dr. McIntyre tells how he saw one 
elderly man at the graveside weeping 
bitterly, and afterwards he tried to com- 
fort him. When calmed down, he told 
the cause of his tears. Over fifty years 
previously he was a herd boy, and when 
driving his herd down a lane a number 
of cattle rushed past him. All was con- 
fusion, and he was full of fear. His 
experience was insufficient to cope with 
the situation. Just at that moment the 
minister, who was straight from college, 
appeared on the scene and took things 
in hand. With a quiet patience and a 
little strategy he gathered the herd to- 
gether for the lad and went on his way, 
probably quickly forgetting the incident 
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as he thought on his message for the 
coming Sabbath. But the lad never for- 
got—to him it was as though Christ had 
come to his aid that day. That little 
kindly act had bound him to Christ, to 
the church, to his minister for fifty 
years, and his tears were tears of grati- 
tude for the man of God who had meant 
so much to his soul.

Is “Moral Rearmament” 
Another Gospel ? 


I have just finished reading the re- 
ort of the “National Assembly for 

oral Re-Armament on an Ideology 
That Can Win the World,” and I am 
so astonished and distressed I feel that I 
must relieve my mind! 


I knew about the Oxford Group 
when it blossomed in Los Angeles and 
vicinity years ago. .. , I had all but 
forgotten the Oxford project until my 
closest neighbor asked me what I could 
tell her about the “Moral Re-Arma- 
ment” movement. I gave her Dr, Tal- 
bot’s “The Oxford Group Movement” ! 
and my “Heresies Exposed,”2 which 
devotes considerable space to the sub- 
ject; she in turn, gave me the above- 
mentioned report, and said, “I have 
read this through and still I do not know 
what they believe.” 

With my neighbor’s remark in mind 
I was not long in discovering that the 
report was unique in this respect, that 
what was set forth in it was less im- 
portant than that which was left out! 
The negative more revealing than the 
positive. 

It is rightly designated an “ideol-* 
ogy.” The word in its different forms 
occurs over one hundred times, al- 
though it is nowhere defined. 

“God” is mentioned many times and 
in connection with “guidance,” but 
when analyzed it all has a rather hol- 
low sound. Nowhere is He praised or 
extolled, although on page 12, MRA 
“brings an ideology which is. , . based 
on God.” 

The cross is mentioned once (p. 17), 
by a Frenchwoman who said she had 
“experienced the value of the cross,” 
but I fear it was only a misconception, 
Prayer has no place, nor worship [in 
the program], not even in connection 
with their Sunday sessions, which do 
not seem to have differed from those 
on the weekdays. I think the Bible 
is mentioned once (p. 20), but I do not 
recall any quotes. 

Their four basic principles—absolute 
honesty, absolute purity, absolute un- 
selfishness, absolute love—are referred 
to several times (as on p. 8). There 
is nothing else which could pass for a 
creedal statement. However, they do 
make some astonishing claims! They 
say that “Moral Re-Armament is the 
one unfailing light in a dark world” 
(p. 15). In short, it is the panacea for 
the world’s ills.

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A Missionary Ministry for the Last Days 


How the Big Brother Tract Band is being used to reach the unsaved 
with both the printed and personal message 


a4 RAY ye therefore the Lord of the 

harvest, that he will send forth 

labourers into his harvest” (Matt, 
9:38). These were the words used of 
the Lord to change a local tract minis- 
try into a world-wide missionary organ- 
ization with special opportunities for 
service during this, the end of the age 
of grace. 

One day the Holy Spirit brought the 
writer to the conviction that the Lord 
wanted him to be a harvester of souls 
rather than a sower of the Word. He 
felt that the mass distribution of tracts, 
in which he had been engaged for twelve 
years, was more of a sowing than a 
reaping process, and so he sought the 
Lord’s leading in using tracts basically 
to harvest souls for Christ. The result in 
a few short years is a world-wide min- 
istry with a full-scale missionary pro- 
gram and a great increase in souls 
accepting Christ. 

The change from sowing to reaping 
lies in the fact that the distribution of 
tracts is now organized on a follow-up 
basis. It is not expected that a tract 
will do the entire work of leading a soul 
to Christ, but that it will simply catch 
the attention of the receiver and serve 
as an introduction and preparation to a 
personal visit and witness, 

The Monthly Personalized Letters 

The tract distribution is carried on as 
a mailing program. Personalized letters 
are written once each month to a very 
large mailing list. The Big Brother Tract 
Band do not choose these names them- 
selves. They invite earnest Christians 
to supply the names of unsaved loved 
ones and friends. These persons whose 
names are supplied receive each month 
a personal letter, a Gospel tract, and a 
companion blotter. The letter deals with 
the business in which the individual 
works and some appropriate comment 
concerning the Word of God. The tract 
deals with some subject of everyday life 
and its application to the Word of God. 
The blotter with its art work and Scrip- 
ture quotation serves as a reminder of 
the message of the letter and _ tract, 
should they be discarded. 

For example, the following letter was 
sent to a grocer: 

As a grocer you are undoubtedly inter- 
ested in the appetites of your customers 
It is a wonderful grace from God that they 
become hungry three times each day and 
are reminded of their need to patronize 
your store. 

It is too bad that people do not grow 
hungry three times a day for the Bread 
of Life. It is a shame that there are peo- 
ple who have never been spiritually hun- 
gry all their lives 3ecause of this fact we 
publish a monthly blotter and tract deal- 





The printing and distribution of 
Christian tracts has long been used 
and blessed by God to the saving 
of the lost and the building up of 
the saints. Some years ago Mr. Bruce 
C. Dodd was led to begin a min- 
istry that combines the use of indi- 
vidual letters, tracts, and personal 
visitation. He tells about this min- 
istry in this article. Mr. Dodd is 
director of the Big Brother Tract 
Band, and associated with him as 
trustees of the work are his wife and 
Mrs. Alice E. Sutherland, one of the 
charter members of the Band. 








ing with the things of our everyday life 
and their relation to the Word of God. We 
mail them to English-speaking people around 
the world. You have been added to our 
mailing list and the enclosed pamphlet en- 
titled “Who and Why” explains the reason. 

We hope that the tract and blotter ac- 
companying this letter prove helpful to you, 
and that you will be looking forward to 
our mailing each month.

With this letter went a tract and 
blotter combination entitled “Hungry 
Mouths” with Matthew 5:6, “Blessed are 
they which do hunger and thirst after 
righteousness: for they shall be filled”: 
and Psalm 23:1, “The Lord is my shep- 
herd; I shall not want,” as the message. 

After six monthly mailings, the direc- 
tor or one of the missionaries makes 
a personal call upon the individual who 
received the letters to determine their 
interest. Those not interested are drop- 
ped. Those interested are continued on 
the list and are visited twice a year 
until they confess Christ as Saviour and 
Lord, or definitely reject the witness. 
These calls are made anywhere in the 
United States or Canada. 

The one who supplies the name for the 
mailing list is called a Sponsor. His 
name is never revealed, either by mail 
or during the calls, until the person ac- 
cepts the Lord. The Sponsor receives 
copies of all correspondence, and pays 
the cost of the mailing, which is $5 per 
year per name. While the charge to 
the Sponsor does not begin to meet the 
expense of the ministry, it means that 
those who submit names supply only 
the names of those for whom they have 
a definite burden. The remainder of 
the expense of this program is handled 
by personal support of the missionaries 
and by general contributions from indi- 
viduals and churches. 

The wonderfully high percentage of 
affirmative responses to this mailing 
ministry is evidence of the Lord’s ap- 
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proval and blessing upon the work. 
Many glorious conversions result each 
month. A Senator is brought to the 
Lord, an elevator operator, a young man 
in a penitentiary, an entire family ac- 
cepts Christ, as the missionaries make 
the follow-up calls. 

Those who confess Christ continue to 
be ministered to as the occasion re- 
quires: 

1. If the Sponsor lives in the same 
community, the situation is easily han- 
dled. The new convert worships with 
the Sponsor as a natural result. 

2. If the convert is in another city, 
he is placed in contact with a Funda- 
mental church in his own area. 

3. If there is no Fundamental church 
available, as is sometimes the case in a 
sparsely settled area, the Tract Band 
begins a Bible study program by mail, 
and carries on what is called Christian 
Counselor mailing until such time as the 
convert moves to the place where a 
Fundamental church is available, or a 
church is established in his area. 

There are a number of converts with 
whom the Tract Band has been corre- 
sponding for years, particularly in peni- 
tentiaries. 

As the work continued to expand, the 
names of servicemen naturally were pre- 
sented. Soon the Lord supplied a mis- 
sionary to follow up the mail within the 
armed forces personnel. Obviously, how- 
ever, with the rapid movement of serv- 
icemen around the world, one man could 
not make the necessary calls. The Lord 
then brought this work to the attention 
of Colonel C. R, Hill, president of the 
Christian Military Men’s Committee. This 
is a newly organized group of earnest 
Christian servicemen in all branches of 
our nation’s armed forces. This fine 
organization offered to use its personne] 
to make the follow-up calls in any 
branch, of the service, anywhere in the 
world. 


What Is the CMMC? 

That you might know a little of the 
position of the CMMC, its objectives 
are here quoted from its Constitution: 


1. The CMMC is basically a nondenomi- 
national organization of Christian men of 
the United States armed forces whose ob- 
ject it is: to exalt the Lord Jesus Christ 
in the armed forces; to promote Christian 
fellowship among all born-again members 
of the armed forces; and to lead in positive 
action and witnessing for Jesus Christ in the 
armed forces. 

2. To this end, the CMMC seeks to en- 
courage its members in regular Bible study 
in definite periods of prayer and praise, and 
in Christian witness; and to support the 
chaplains of the armed forces, the pastors 
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of outside churches and other Christian en- 
deavors in their Christian activities wher- 
ever possible. 

The Constitution also contains a clear 
statement of belief in the inspiration of 
the Scriptures, man’s fallen nature, 
Christ’s substitutionary atonement, the 
new birth, the bodily resurrection of 
Christ, and His personal, premillennial 
and imminent return. The Big Brother 
Tract Band military missionary has be- 
come an active member of the CMMC, and 
its director serves as secretary, and the 
office of this organization has been 
moved to Akron, Ohio, to make this all 
possible, 

Only God Himself could give such glo- 
rious open doors of opportunity, but the 
growth of this ever-widening ministry 
continues. Equipment was purchased to 
write in every major language of the 
world. Missionaries nearing retirement 
age, or being forced out of foreign lands 
by Communistic control are being in- 
vited to do their witnessing by mail 
from America, having their former 
native converts follow up the letters 
with personal contact in the foreign 
field, 

As this age of grace comes to a close, 
great sections of the world are being 
denied to missionaries from the western 
hemisphere. The mail message may soon 
be all that we in America can do in 
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certain countries. The Apostle Paul 
wrote, in Romans 1:15, “As much as in 
me is, I am ready to preach the gospel.” 
If the only preaching we can do may 
be by mail, then we may count upon 
our all-powerful Lord to bless greatly 
the written message to the saving of 
precious souls, 

The Lord has supplied the Tract Band 
with fine facilities to house its mission- 
aries, as He gives evidence of His de- 
sire to make a simple Gospel tract an 
instrument to guide into world-wide 
missions. In the past two years, ten 
high-caste Hindus from India have been 
reached in this manner for the Lord 
Jesus Christ—truly a modern missionary 
miracle. 

The Sponsors of this ministry are from 
practically every state in the Union. A 
number of Bible schools and Christian 
colleges, such as William Jennings Bryan 
University, Washington Bible Institute, 
Philadelphia School of tne Bible, Mid- 
west Bible and Missionary Institute, and 
the like, have sponsored joint mailing 
lists for their student bodies. New Spon- 
sors are being added at the rate of ap- 
proximately two per day, as Christian 
people learn of the gracious things our 
Lord is doing through the Tract Band 
and desire to use it to reach those for 
whom they have a particular burden,

V. Real Discipline in Teaching 


What it is and how to exercise it

«CQQ HE was generally spoken of as a 
manager of children: and_ the 
secret of her management was, to give 
them everything that they didn’t like, 
and nothing that they did... . It was 
part of Mrs. Pipchin’s system not to 
encourage a child’s mind to develop and 
expand itself like a young flower, but 
to open it by force like an oyster.” 
Thus Dickens has described the “Child 
Queller” in “Dombey and Son.” 

Was she a disciplinarian? Is there any 
sense in which she was? Not in any 
rightful use of the word, but certainly 
in the interpretation of it at the hands 
of some who even now hold Mrs. Pip- 
chin’s view of child training. For the 
word “discipline” too often connotes se- 
verity of a ruthless sort, inconsiderate 
and ironhanded, while the word in itself 
contains an entirely winsome suggestion 
of fellowship. 

What is, then, real discipline in teach- 
ing? It is the making of disciples— 
learners—by all the processes and means 
by which a teacher gains and keeps the 


confidence of his pupils, and arouses in 
them a desire to learn from him. Scold- 
ing is a path that leads in the opposite 
direction. So also with injustice, sus- 
picion, nervous irritability, too great 
severity, loose rules carelessly sustained, 
and the constant repetition of “Don’t.” 

In an old book on “Dog-Training,” S. 
T. Hammond says: “You must keep per- 
fectly cool, and must suffer no sign to 
escape of any anger or impatience; for 
if you cannot control your temper you 
are not the one to train a dog. Do not 
allow yourself under any circumstances 
to speak to your pupil in anything but 
your ordinary tone of voice. Never un- 
der any circumstances, no matter what 
the provocation, allow yourself to scold, 
or to strike him, as this is entirely at 
variance with our system, and is sure 
to result in the defeat of our plans.” Is 
there a hint here—more than a hint— 
for the Sunday school teacher and 
trainer of children? 

Mr. Patterson DuBois, in his little 
book, “The Culture of Justice,” cites the 
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following incident as illustrating the 
danger of injustice in the relation of 
teacher and pupil. “A boy in a New 
York public school was accused by his 
teacher of breaking a pane of glass in 
a window. He denied the charge and ex- 
plained that he was some distance from 
the place; but he saw that the teacher 
did not believe him. This occurred al- 
most fifty years ago, when there was 
much severity employed in the treat- 
ment of schoolboys. The attitude of 
the teacher was so threatening that the 
boy stayed away from school. A rela- 
tive going to California consented at his 
earnest request to take him West. 
thirty years he returned and sought his 
old teacher, whose first words were, 
‘Horace, I found out that it was not you 
who broke the glass.’ Until then Horace 
had kept his grievance.” 

Again, Mr. DuBois tells of a little girl 
of nine, who told her father that her 
Sunday school teacher had marked two 
children in the class “good” when they 
were bad. “Last Sunday,” she said, “she 
marked them good because they didn't 
know they were doing what they 
oughtn’t, and so she wouldn't count it 
against them, but next Sunday she would 
mark them bad if they acted the same 
way. And now she marked them good 
when they were just as bad.” The child 
saw fairness in the first marking, but not 
in the second, and as Mr. DuBois points 
out, “in young children—say under ten 
years of age—we often see the sense of 
justice acting as a critic, not belliger- 
ently, but simply in wonderment at the 
absence of equity and fairness.” Hence, 
there would be very naturally a diffi- 
culty in rightful discipline, or “disci- 
pling,” under the care of a teacher who 
did not exemplify the simple principles 
and practice of fairness. 

It is the fine art of discipline, not to 
drive, but to lead. It is “Let us do it in 
this way” rather than “Now you must 
do it like this.” The Sunday school 
teacher who can so lead that he will 
arouse in his class a desire to follow is 
the teacher who has learned this essen- 
tial element in true “discipling.” “He 
made me want to study,” said a man in 
middle life, as he spoke gratefully of 
the work that a teacher had done for 
him in boyhood. “That was the begin- 
ning,” he declared, “of all my inter- 
est in books and education.” How can 
a teacher in the Sunday school actually 
put into practice such elements of dis- 
cipline? “Principles are all well 
enough,” said a very successful leader 
in his field of service, “but putting them 
into practice is the hard thing.” 

The teacher can do good hard work, 
himself. The class is quick to know 
when he does, and the teacher gains the 
respect of his class when he is known 
to make even more severe demands upon 
himself than upon the students. 

He will secure order, not by ordering 
it, but by exemplifying it in promptness, 
calmness, cheery expectancy of it as he

faces his class, and by feeling the inter- 
est of his class consistently from the 
first sentence he utters. And he will 
not overlook the practice of proper re- 
laxation of attention whenever the school 
program makes provision for restful 
breaks in the strain of attention. There 
is never any trouble with order where 
attention is rightly sustained, 

The teacher cannot have the loyalty of 
his class—a condition of the class mind 
that lies back of all good discipline— 
unless he can evoke loyalty by his own 
loyalty to the class, and to the true 
standards of the Christian life. The 
class knows the difference between mere 
talking about righteousness and living 
it. Some excellent teachers and highly 
useful disciplinarians are not talkers, 
If a teacher cannot say by his life, “Come 
on, fellows,” and can only say, “Go that 
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way, boys,” by his words, he need not 
be surprised at any infraction of dis- 
cipline. 

Not the “Child Queller” is the master 
of discipline, but the one who will call 
out the deepest interests, the aspirations, 
the eager and ungrudging attention of 
the student of whatever temperament, by 
a genuine, informed, and intelligent in- 
terest in the life and personality of the 
student. “I like that teacher,” said a 
rough little chap in a mission school, 
“she’s all to the good.” And this was 
his whole-hearted way of expressing his 
loyal appreciation of a young teacher 
who had taken the trouble to enter 
cheerily and intelligently into the life 
of the small boys in her class. 

Who was the real disciplinarian, Mrs. 
Pipchin, or that teacher who was “all 
to the good’’? 


Teaching Salvation to Children 


A flannelgraph lesson, simple to make 


HE Sunday school teacher should 

be a hard-working evangelist, en- 
deavoring to bring the boys and girls 
to know Christ as their Saviour. She 
must be able to present God’s plan of 
salvation so that the children will know 
what to do in order to become Chris- 
tians. The following flannelgraph les- 
son is simple to make, and yet illus- 
trates in a childlike manner God’s way 
of salvation, 

Cut a heart from red flannel to rep- 
resent man, a red cross to represent 
Christ, and a white circle with the word 
“God” upon it, to represent the Heavenly 
Father. The letters in the word “God” 
lettering book. 
They can be copied on a piece of foil 
paper, taken from an old greeting card, 
and pasted on the white circle. The 
white circle and the red cross can be 
made from construction paper. Prepare 
two ears, two eyes, and some lips to 
use with the heart. The three major 
items—the heart, the cross, and the circle 
—can be made as large as the flannel 
board will permit. 

Your presentation can run somewhat 
as follows: 

We will let this circle represent God 
(place circle on board). The white color 
of the circle stands for God’s purity— 
without sin. The line of the circle re- 
minds us of something that has no be- 
ginning and no ending. God is that way 
—He has always existed and will con- 
tinue to exist, 

The heart will represent man, for we 
know that man is what his heart is 
(place heart on board). 

“A good man out of the good treasure 
of his heart bringeth forth that which is 
good; and an evil man out of the evil 
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treasure of his heart bringeth forth that 
which is evil” (Luke 6:45). 

When God looks upon man, He sees 
not only the outward appearance but the 
heart as well. 

“But the Lord said unto Samuel, Look 
not on his countenance, or on the height 
of his stature; because I have refused 
him; for the Lord seeth not as man seeth; 
for man looketh on the outward appear- 
ance, but the Lord looketh on the heart” 
(1 Sam. 16:7). 

On our board we have God on one 
side and man on the other, with a space 
between. Ever since man sinned in the 
Garden of Eden, there has been a space 
between the natural man and God. How- 
ever, God missed His fellowship with 
man so much that He provided a way 
whereby man could come to Him (place 
cross on board between the heart and 
the circle). Christ is the way. Let us 
see how man can reach God through 
Christ. 

Man has two eyes to his heart. These 
eyes may be open, seeing what God 
wants him to see, or they may be closed 
to the things of Gad. Suppose this man, 
whom we have on the board, decides to 
open his eyes (place two eyes in upper 
part of the heart, as in a face). One 
thing the man can see is his sin: 

“My sin is ever before me” (Psa, 51: 
3b). 

This is the first thing God wants man 
to see, because He cannot have fellow- 
ship with man while sin exists. Some 
people see their sin, but they close their 
eyes when God asks them to admit that 
the sins need to be removed. We need 
to read the whole verse to see what God 


wants of us—“For I acknowledge my 
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transgressions: and my sin is ever before 
me” (Psa, 51:3). 

God is watching this man—especially 
now that he has acknowledged his sin. 
God calls to him, inviting him to be- 
come a Christian. The man hears God 
speak to him (place ears on either side 
of the heart). This is what he hears: 

“If thou shalt confess with thy mouth 
the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in 
thine heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness; and with the mouth confes- 
sion is made unto salvation” (Rom, 10: 
9, 10). 

This man decides to confess Christ as 
his Saviour (place mouth on heart). 
He is now ready for fellowship with 
God. He saw his sin (point to eyes), 
he heard God call (point to ears), he 
confessed Christ (point to mouth), and 
he believed with his heart (point to 
heart). Thus, through Christ, man has 
access to God. Each person must come 
to God by way of the cross. There is 
no other way. Would you like to have 
fellowship with God through Christ and 
be a Christian? (An opportunity to 
acknowledge Christ should be given to 
the pupil. The invitation can be suited 
to the age group.)

I am amazed (1) to see the growth 
of this Movement and its wide spread 
The delegates came from twenty coun- 
tries outside of Canada and the U.S.A, 
And these were men and women in 
places of leadership. 

(2) To see that four of our Senators, 
Hill of Alabama, Smith of New Jersey, 
Martin of Pennsylvania, and Wiley of 
Wisconsin asked recognition of the 
MRA on the Senate floor and got it, 
so that this recognition is part of our 
Congressional Record. (I’m not amazed 
that all of these lacked discrimination, 
but that the Movement had become 
prominent enough to receive such rec- 
ognition.) 

(3) To see what has been accom- 
plished by the MRA both in connec- 
tion with individuals and with grouns 
as for instance, the really amazing set- 
tlement of strikes and the end of bad 
feeling between individuals as well 
This was accomplished by the applica- 
tion of principles which should char- 
acterize Christians anywhere, but 
which, alas! do not, 

I am distressed over the growth of 
the MRA because of what it can do 
to the lands where it is getting a foot- 
hold. I feel that we should pray that 
the distribution of Bibles in Japan, 
for instance, will counteract this false 
doctrine. I say Japan, because there 
is such openness to Christianity now, 
yet without discrimination 

And finally, because we see in all 
this, what might be accomplished if 
the Christians really “adorned the doc- 
trine of God our Saviour,” and pre- 
sented a solid front to counteract the

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
HEN the Lord stood with His 
W little band of disciples on the 
Mount of Olives for the last time, 
He instructed them concerning their 
task in terms of an expanding program: 
“Ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judza, and in Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth” (Acts 1:8). That ought to be 
enough to make every Christian a man 
of enlarging vision, reaching out to ever 
new expanses in the service of the Lord. 
Too many of us are content with our 
little groove, but in Paul the Lord found 
a man whose eyes were always straining 
toward the far horizons, and whose feet 
sought the great highways. Especially 
after his first missionary journey (Acts 
13 and 14), the call of the “regions beyond” 
never ceased to ring in his heart. The 
second journey found him in a veritable 
tempest of spirit, eager to carry the Gos- 
pel to the Asians and the Bithynians, 
but restrained by the Holy Spirit (Acts 
16:6, 7). Driven on to Troas in per- 
plexity, he caught: the vision of new 
fields (v. 9), and set out on the cam- 
paigns which made all Achaia and Mace- 
donia feel the impact of the Gospel. 
But a parish 1,400 miles long was not 
sufficient for this man of passion. The 
center of empire had come within his 
vision, and lay as a great imperative on 


bounds of the Mediterranean had also 
laid their demands upon him, till Rome 
became but the steppingstone to Spain 
in his steadily enlarging purpose (Rom. 
15:24, 28). His Letter to the Romans 
was written from Corinth in the year 57, 
when he was on his way to Jerusalem 
to administer the gift of the Achaian and 
Macedonian churches to the impover- 
ished saints there, anticipating his long- 
desired visit to Rome immediately there- 
after (Rom. 15:25-28). Little did he 
know that three years would elapse be- 
fore he saw Rome, and then he would 
see it as a prisoner (Acts 28:16). 


Verse by Verse 

Rom. 15:14.—“I . . . am persuaded of 
you , ,. full of goodness, filled with all 
knowledge, able also to admonish.” The 
Apostle Paul does not assume a superior 
attitude toward this Gentile church 
which he had no part in founding, nor 
does he treat them as novices. He re- 
gards them as mature Christians, and 
wants them to know that. Our message 
will be better received if we show a 
sincere esteem for those to whom we 
minister. 

Verse 15.—“I have written .. . as put- 
ting you in mind.” Compare 2 Peter 
3:1. Apostolic authority was not tyranny, 
but grace. 

Verse 16—“The minister of Jesus 
Christ . . . the gospel of God .. , the 
offering up of the Gentiles.” The lan- 


Preaching the Gospel is declared to be 
a priestly function, issuing in an ac- 
ceptable offering to God—Gentile con- 
verts sanctified by the Holy Spirit. 


Verse 17.—“I may glory through Jesus 
Christ.” Carnal boasting is disgusting, 
but if we sincerely boast of what the 
grace of the Lord Jesus has wrought in 


us, imperfect instruments as we are, we 


magnify Him and bless others. See 
Psalm 34:2, 


Verse 18.—“Those things which Christ 

. wrought by me.” Notice the limit 
he puts on the subject of his boasting. 
He recognizes that others, too, have been 
used, and he does not discount their 
efforts. 


Verse 19.—“By the power of the Spirit 
of God , , , I have fully preached the 
Gospel.” Learn well the lesson of Zech- 
ariah 4:6. Without the Holy Spirit our 
preaching is only “sound and fury.” 
Notice the extent of Paul’s witness, from 
Jerusalem to the north of Greece, It was 
no superficial preaching, but a thorough 
work, till no man’s blood was upon him 


Verse 20.—‘“Lest I should build upon 
another man’s foundation.” Paul was 
essentially a pioneer missionary, seek- 
ing out those who had never heard. He 
preferred to lay foundations for others 
(1 Cor. 3:10-15). Remember his diffi- 
culty in Ephesus when he followed a 
man with an incomplete message (Acts 
19: 1-6). 
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Verse 21—“To whom he was not 
spoken of.” A new teacher in a Junior 
Department class had his enthusiasm 
dampened when a smart youngster piped 
up, “We know all that!” In that mo- 
ment a group of naked boys from the 
African jungle would have been wel- 
comed by that teacher! See Isaiah 52: 15, 

Verse 22.—“For which cause also I 
have been much hindered.” The apos- 
tle’s earnest desire to visit the Roman 
Christians had to wait on the demands 
of the unevangelized centers. A very 
different sort of hindrance from 1 Thes- 
selonians 2:18. 

Verse 23.—“Having no more place ... 
and having a great desire.” He was con- 
scious of having completed his mission 
in the territory defined in verse 19, and 
saw the way open for his desire (Acts 
19:21) to be granted. 

Verse 24—“Whensoever I take my 
journey into Spain.” Paul had vision of 
more extensive victories. Did he ever 
reach Spain? If so, it must have been 
between his two Roman imprisonments, 
probably between 61 and 66. 


Verses 25, 26—‘“Unto Jerusalem to 
minister unto the saints.” This was to 
deliver the offerings prepared by the 
Achaian and Macedonian churches for 
the poor saints in Jerusalem (2 Cor. 8:4; 
Acts 24:17). 

Verse 27.—“Their debtors they are.” 
Paul would not allow the Gentile Chris- 
tians to forget their debt to the Jew, 
from whom the Gospel had come to 
them. See Romans 11:11-32; John 4:22. 


Verse 28.—‘“Have sealed to them this 
fruit.” The importance of this project 
is seen in the fact that Paul personally 
carried the money to Jerusalem as pre- 
cious fruit of the Gospel, a seal of the 
unity of the church. 


Verse 29.—“The fulness of the bless- 
ing.” Whatever was uncertain in Cir- 
cumstances, this was a certainty, that 
his Spirit-anointed labors would be fruit- 
ful. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Every Christian ought to have a clear 
understanding of his calling, and make 
everything else subsidiary to that. The 
Apostle Paul knew that he must serve 
Christ, so that was supreme. Particu- 
larly he knew that he must serve Christ 
in the preaching of the Gospel, so that 
was the great imperative (1 Cor. 9:16). 
Again, within that sphere he knew that 
his special department was the apostle- 
ship to the Gentiles, so he centered on 
that, despite his longings after his fel- 
low countrymen (Gal, 2:7-9). Still an- 
other modifying principle was added to 
Paul’s ministry. He was called to a 
pioneering work, to preach especially to 
those who had never heard (Rom, 15: 
20, 21). Now the Gospel had reached 
Rome by other means, so, although he 
had an impelling desire to go there (Acts

19:21), he restrained that desire until he 
was Satisfied that he had fulfilled his 
mission in his 1,400 miles long pioneer 
field (Rom, 15:22-24). Even then he 
thought of Rome only as a step to an- 
other pioneer field. “This one thing I do” 
(Phil. 3:13) was a principle with very se- 
vere applications in the life of Paul. He 
would have agreed with Andrew Car- 
negie’s philosophy of success: “Put all 
your eggs in one basket, and watch that 
basket.”

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wrought in them. Or when he boasted 
about his work, it was what the Lord 
had wrought through him (Rom, 15:17- 
19). Sometimes, in defense of his apos- 
tleship, he was forced to what seemed 
like boasting, and one perceives how 
it hurt him, yet even then he would 
turn it to the glory of Christ (see 2 Cor. 
10-12). 

A Missionary Principle. We have 
heard zealous missionaries say, “No man 
has a right te hear the Gospel twice till 
all have heard it once.” We cannot but 
appreciate the spirit back of such a state- 
ment, and it must be almost “galling” 
to missionaries to see competitive groups 
crowding each other at home when 
workers are so scarce in the regions 
beyond. Still, I doubt if any of them 
would want to press the slogan too liter- 
ally, for it would throw into utter con- 
fusion not only the witness at home, 
but the missionary program itself. What 
we do need, however, is a definitely pio- 
neer arm of the church, backed by the 
whole church; and, indeed, the entire 
program of the church should have as 
its objective: “To whom he was not 
spoken of, they shall see: and they that 
have not heard shall understand” (Rom. 
15:21). 

Increasing Missionary Interest, Every 
church should have a missionary map, 
whether it has missionaries on the field 
or not. If it has no missionary, the map 
should be a constant call to prayer, for 
a first light, marking the place of its first 
missionary. The one light will be a 
challenge for a second, and so on, while 
every light will be a reminder to pray 
for those who have gone forth to the 
ends of the earth. The occasional mis- 
Sicnary address may be forgotten, but 
that map speaks all the time. 


Personal Applications 

The most advanced Christians are the 
most appreciative of others (Rom. 15:14), 

Divine ordination does not make men 
overbearing, but gracious (v. 15). 

Avoid comparing your work with that 
of your fellow laborers in the Gospel 
(v. 18). 

Don’t let extent rob your work of con- 
tent (v. 19). 

We are not all Pauls. Some of us will 
have to build on others’ foundations. 
Let us honor their foundations (v. 20). 

Remember those to whom you are in- 
debted in spiritual things (v. 27). 


Golden Text 

Rom. 1:16.—“I am not ashamed of... 
the power of God.” Who would be? 
And if we really recognize the Gospel 
as that department of the power of God 
which operates in the sphere of salva- 
tion, we should be glorying more in the 
Gospel instead of being apologetic about 
it. Believing is throwing the switch 
which sends the current throbbing 
through the life.

Since He has given us His 
Word, His Spirit, and gifts—evangelists, 
pastors, and teachers—He has made am- 
ple provision for our growth in knowl- 
edge as well as in grace. With the 
wealth of oral and written ministry 
available today, each mature Christian 
should be filled with knowledge of spir- 
itual things. 

The Roman Christians were a decided 
contrast to the Hebrew Christians who 
needed to be taught the first principles 
of the oracles of God when they were 
old enough to be teachers (Heb. 5:12). 

A retired railway engineer of Eau

Thank God for all the couples 
who can, like Aquila and Priscilla, take 
an eloquent Apollos aside and expound 
unto him “the way of God more per- 
fectly” (Acts 18:26). 

“That the offering up of the Gentiles 
might be acceptable” (Rom. 15:16).— 
The Apostle Paul was deeply thankful 
to God for the Heaven-conferred priv- 
ilege of being a minister of Jesus Christ 
to the Gentiles. He not only preached 
the Gospel to the Gentiles, but as Aaron 
of old offered the Levites “before the 
Lord for an offering of the children of 
Israel, that they may execute the service 
of the Lord” (Num, 8:11); so he, as a 
priest, would offer up the Gentiles as an 
acceptable sacrifice to God. 

We should be profoundly thankful for 
this ministry on the part of the apostle, 
for hithertc we were without God, with- 
out Christ, without hope.

15:20).—The apostle’s soul was that of a 
pioneer worker. He delighted in spread- 
ing the good news of God's so-great sal- 


vation in new, unworked fields. Ac- 
cording to reports from missionaries, 
there are still such fields awaiting 
workers. 


Just recently I heard a home worker 
say he had been in a spot in the State 
of Delaware where there were some 
folks who had not heard of the Lord 
Jesus Christ! 

“Having a great desire these 
years to come unto you” (Rom. 15:23).— 
He not only had a great desire for a 
long time to visit them, but he “often- 
times . purposed” to visit them, but 
was hindered from fulfilling that purpose 
(Rom, 1:13). It was his work in virgin 
fields that hindered his reaching Rome. 
He finally reached that great metropolis; 
but under altogether different circum- 
stances than he had planned. The rea- 
son he desired to visit Rome was that 
he might “have some fruit among you 
also, even as among other Gentiles.” 
This desire was granted, for even some 
in Caesar’s household were won to the 
Saviour (Phil. 4:22). 

It matters little where a Christian 
worker goes—and under what circum- 
stances. If he spreads the Gospel of 
Christ there will be fruit in cathedral, 
church, chapel, mission, tent, the open 
air, jail, or penitentiary! “He that goeth 
forth and weepeth, bearing precious 
seed, shall doubtless come again with 
rejoicing, bringing his sheaves with him” 
(Psa. 126:6).

Gx. fellows, one of the things that 
stands cut most clearly in the Gos- 
pel is its world-wide scope. Our Lord 
plainly and definitely commanded His 
disciples to go “into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature” 
(Mark 16:15). We are His disciples if 
we are Christians, and thereby we are 
under orders, 

One may seriously question his Chris- 
tianity if he is not interested in foreign 
missions; not only interested, but dcing 
something about it. There are three dis- 
tinct ways to do something about it. 
They are to pray, give, and go. Ary one 
of us can do one or more of these three 
things. Some devoted disciples of the 
Lord Jesus are doing all three, and great 
will be their reward. Great already is 
their reward. Their letters come back 
from the field glowing with the joy thes 
are having in this high service to their 
Master and to their fellow man. 

Again I say one may seriously ques- 
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tion his Christianity if he is not vitally 
interested in getting the Gospel to the 
world abroad. A story is told of a church 
member (I do not know how true it is, 
but it illustrates the point) who was 
asked to give something to the support 
of a foreign missionary, and his reply 
was that the church is not doing its 
task on the home mission field, and as 
long as money is greatly needed in the 
near-by territory it is bad judgment to 
send any abroad. Not long afterward 
the call came for support to the moun- 
tain mission in a near-by state. He ob- 
jected by saying there was greater need 
for it right there in his own city, where 
poverty and crime and juvenile delin- 
quency were going unchecked. Then 
came a campaign for funds to support 
a rescue mission just a few blocks away, 
but he complained that business had 
been bad lately and he did not feel able 
to contribute at the time; it was taking 
all he could make to sustain his family. 
Not long after that his wife called on 
him for money to buy for herself a new 
dress and some shoes for the children. 
He put her off, explaining that he had 
not paid his dues to the lodge, and be- 
sides he had been needing a new suit, 
himself, for some time. If that is true, 
the man had built a wall around his 
own selfish interests, and he couldn’t see 
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over it into the need of another soul 
on earth, 

Jesus said on one occasion, “Enter ye 
in at the strait gate . . . because strait 
is the gate, and narrow is the way, 
which leadeth unto life, and few there 
be that find it” (Matt. 7:13, 14), but He 
did not mean by that that we should 
lead a narrow life. Indeed, it is mar- 
velous what a big, broad life we can 
live when by His Spirit our interests 
are expanded. 

A young fellow was a baggage master 
on the L, and N, Railway. His daily run 
was between Chattanooga and Louis- 
ville. He sent Dr. Reavis, the secretary 
of a foreign missions board, a check for 
$150, and wrote: “This check is my 
month’s salary; I want you to put it on 
the salary of one of the missioraries in 
China as far as it will go; let me know 
his name so I can be praying for him, 
and I will feel that I am almost there 
in person for a month anyway.” And 
as he went on with his work, banging 
trunks around, in and out of his baggage 
car, the Lord was using him to win souls 
in China. That is what the secretary 
said, and I believe it. That baggage 
master had a heartbeat that throbbed 
four thousand miles away. You couldn’t 
fence him in.

Someone Who Loved God.—Filled with 
all knowledge, able also to admonish one 
another (Rom, 15:14). Some years ago 
a lawyer stopped for a shine from a 
bootblack. He rallied the little fellow 
on his soberness that morning, when the 
boy looked up and asked, “Mr. Bartlett, 
do you love God?” The lawyer was a 
self-respecting man but not a Christian, 
and was much taken aback, and said, 
“Why do you ask me that, Bat?” “Well, 
me mother’n me’s got to git out, fer the 
place we live in’ll be torn down. Me 
grandmother’s lame. I dunno whut to 
do. Yistiddy I heerd two men talkin’, 
an’ one said God would help anybuddy 
that loved Him, if they’d tell Him they 
wuz in a hole. I thought I’d lay fer 
somebuddy that knowed Him well 
enough to ask Him.” All the embar- 
rassed lawyer could tell the bootblack 
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was to keep trying, and he’d be sure to 
find somebody who could help him, Then 
he gave the boy a dollar and hurried 
away: but after a day of self-examina- 
tion and reproach, he appeared in a 
prayer meeting for the first time in years, 
He frankly told the story without spar- 
ing himself. The minister there told 
the story later at a ministers’ meeting, 
only to find another minister there who 
knew of a young man awakened to a 
new life by a question from the same 
bootblack. Then a third declared that 
a man who knew how to answer the boy 
had brought him to his own study. It 
could not be allowed to end there. The 
boy was helped to a good lodging for 
his “family,” given patronage, given op- 
portunity for an education, in which he 
showed so much promise that a lawyer 
took him in for training. He became a 
successful member of the bar, and a real 
helper of other boys, and withal a real 
Christian man, for he had at last found 
someone who loved God.—Condensed 
from the Youth’s Companion.

I tell them, ‘It is 
because I am a Christian that I helped 
you, because I love Jesus.’ And if I 
see a wheelbarrow upset in the street 
(a very common sight), I help the man 
replace his load, then preach the Gospel 
to him.”—From China’s Millions.

Our Debt to the Jew.—It hath pleased 
them verily; and their debtors they are.

My Class of Girls

N OUR lesson last week we saw that 
witnessing for Christ is the greatest 
service we can perform for this world, 
because that will hasten the coming of 
the Lord. He is the only one who can 
bring world peace and happiness. But 
if our witness is to be effectual, it must 
be in the power of the Holy Spirit, and 
by our lives as well as by our words, 
Our lesson today is called “Into All 
the World.” Before the Lord Jesus went 
back to Heaven He said to His disciples, 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature” (Mark 
16:15). In Acts 1:4, 8, He gave them spe- 
cific directions as to how they were to 
carry out this command. Read these 
verses and see what these directions 
were. (The disciples were to stay in 
Jerusalem till the Holy Spirit came, and 
then they were to start witnessing for 
Christ. They were to witness first in 
Jerusalem, where they were; next in 
Judea, the surrounding territory; then, 
to the uttermost parts of the earth.) 
The next Scripture we have this morn- 
ing came from God, by the hand of the 
world’s greatest missionary. Who was 
he? (The Apostle Paul.) In his life- 
time he preached the Gospel throughout 
the known world. As we read Romans 
15:14-29, see if you can find the an- 
swers to the following questions: (1) 
By whose power did Paul witness? (2) 
In what places was he especially anxious 
to preach? (3) Where was Paul planning 
to go next? (4) Why did he go back to 
Jerusalem before going to Rome? You 
girls probably remember that Paul was 
arrested in Jerusalem and when he 
finally did get to Rome, it was as “Paul 
the prisoner.” But even so, he did come 
“in the fulness of the blessing of the 
gospel of Christ.” In the end of Acts 
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we read that Paul preached in Rome 
and taught the Word with all confidence 
for two whole years in his own hired 
house, no man forbidding him. Onesimus 
was one of those whom Paul won to 
Christ in his Roman prison. 

The command of the Lord Jesus that 
the Gospel be preached to every crea- 
ture in all the world has never yet 
been fully carried out. But many noble 
men and women of God have done their 
part faithfully, and today others are still 
carrying on the work. Now you girls 
are going to give some little reports on 
the state of missions in various countries 
of the world. Let us have one right 
after the other, please, 


China—Most American missionaries 
a.e leaving China. They did not want 
to leave, because they loved to serve 
the Lord there, but the Communists 
were making it practically impossible. 
The Chinese Christians told the mission- 
aries that it would be easier for them 
to carry on, if they left. In some places 
the Communists turn church buildings 
into factories and forbid Christians to 
hold services. In most places they are 
very cruel to Christians. In a few places 
the Communists seem friendly to Chris- 
tians. In one place two Communist offi- 
cials have been saved. 

Japan.—Many Japanese people are 
getting saved these days. General Mac- 
Arthur invited American missionaries 
to come to Japan. Many missionaries 
went. The Japanese people listen to the 
Gospel, because they have found out 
that their idols are no good. Most of 
the Japanese people can read. They 
are very anxious to get tracts. 

The Shintoists are growing in numbers 
even faster than people are becoming 
Christians. The Shinto priests are hav- 
ing children’s classes. They teach the 
children to worship their ancestors. That 
will never save them. Japan needs 
many more Christian missionaries. 

India.—The new republic of India is 
mostly composed of Hindu people, but 
the constitution says that the country 
is to have religious liberty. This should 
make it possible for Christians to keep 
on witnessing. However, the new gov- 
ernment of India says that they want 
missionaries who are doctors, nurses, 
or teachers rather than those who just 
preach the Gospel of Christ. So it looks 
as if missionaries planning to go to In- 
dia should take some other training in 
addition to Bible school. 


Pakistan.—Pakistan used to be part of 
India. The people in this new country 
are nearly all Mohammedans. But Pak- 
istan has the largest Christian church 
of any Mohammedan country in the 
world. At present there is an open door 
for missionaries to go into Pakistan. 
And they are even allowed to preach 
at bazaars. No one knows how long 


religious liberty will last there, because 
Moslems believe in killing Christians, 
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especially Mohammedans who have be- 
come Christians. Moslems are very hard 
to win to Christ, but if we do not bring 
them to Him, they can never get to 
Heaven, 

Africa.—In Africa there are still sev- 
enty million people who have never 
heard of a Saviour. Africa has many 
different countries. In some parts natives 
live much as they did before mission- 
aries ever came. In other places it is 
quite civilized. In the civilized parts, 
there is great need for Christian busi- 
nessmen as well as for missionaries. 
Parts of Africa have a very bad climate, 
yet many missionaries have gone there 
anyway for Christ’s sake, and they have 
seen savage heathen become fine Chris- 
tian people. 

South America.—Some people think that 
all of South America is Catholic, but that 
cannot be true, since the Roman Cath- 
olic Church is asking for thirty thou- 
sand Catholic missionaries to go to South 
America, 

More people in South America are 
willing to hear the Gospel than ever be- 
fore, but Christians are relentlessly per- 
secuted, and some countries will not let 
Protestant missionaries enter their bor- 
ders. Colombia and Bolivia have killed 
thousands of Christians recently, but in 
Brazil the number of Christians has 
doubled in less than ten years.

Topic and Scripture: 


Jesus, Friend of All 
(Acts 8:4, 5, 26-29, 35-38; Rom. 15:14-16, 22-29) 


SE a picture of the Lord Jesus sur- 

rounded by children of different 
races and nationalities, such as Tom 
Curr’s “Follow Me,” or Copping’s “The 
Hope of the World.” 

The story is told of an artist who fell 
asleep one night. His picture was done, 
a group of joyfully singing children 
gathered about the Lord Jesus. During 
the night a noise aroused him. A stranger 
was painting on his picture. “Stop, 
stop! you're ruining it!” 

The stranger turned, and said calmly: 
“Why did you use only one color for 
the faces of the children? Who told 
you that the faces of all the children 
in God’s family are white?” 

“Why, no one ever told me, sir, but 
I always thought of it that way.” 

“I have made some of the faces yel- 
low, some red, while others are brown, 
and others black. These children have 
come from many lands in answer to my 
call.” 

“Your call? What call was that, sir?” 

“Suffer the little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not: for of 
such is the kingdom of God.” 

At once the artist knew that the 
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Stranger must be the Lord Jesus Him- 
self. 

Now the artist was alone. He stared 
at the yellow children with slanting 
eyes, the brown children with great 
brown eyes, the black children with 
laughing eyes, and the red children with 
serious eyes. 

Suddenly he awoke to find the morn- 
ing sun shining in. It was all a dream. 
The faces of all the children were white, 
“IT know. I can make it look as the 
Stranger had it in the dream. The Lord 
did not say, ‘Bring little white chil- 
dren to me’; He meant, ‘Bring all the 
children to me.’” (Adapted from Mar- 
garet Applegarth.) 

(Refer to a map of the world.) The 
early Christians remembered the Lord 
Jesus’ command, “Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature” 
(Mark 16:15). So the foreigners in 
Antioch heard. The Good News traveled 
around Asia first. Then Philip told a 
colored man, an Ethiopian officer. The 
colored man believed, was baptized, and 
rode joyfully back to Africa. I am sure 
he told about the Lord Jesus when he 
got home. Paul left Antioch and went 
westward to Europe. A woman was the 
first Christian there. Farther and far- 
ther Paul went. He wanted everybody 
in all countries to know. He wrote the 
Romans he hoped to come to them, and 
then go on to Spain, telling of Christ. 
But first he had to go back to Jeru- 
salem to take on offering from the Eu- 
ropean Christians to the poor suffering 
Christians in Jerusalem. 

Many, many years later, with the Pil- 
grims the Good News came to America. 
But still there are many in America, 
many in Europe, many, many more in 
Asia and Africa, who have never heard 
of the Lerd Jesus. They don't know: 
“God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begcetten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life” (John 3:16, Mem- 
ory Verse). The Bible is now ready to 
go tell them in many languages. (Show 
the pamphlet “John 3:16,” which gives 
the verse in twenty-three languages 
(American Bible Society, 450 Park Ave.. 
New York 22; 35 cents per 100). Show 
the language some missionary of your 
church is using, and tell some incident 
of his work, if possible.) 

Is your wrist watch (the paper one 
with SHARE, TELL, GIVE) still run- 
ning? Maybe there is somebody in school 
you can tell. Won’t you be happy some 
day to know the faraway boys and girls 
you helped know the Lord Jesus by your 
money? You will all join happily to- 
gether around Him. (Refer to picture.)

HIS is a long quarter, and if you 

have carried out the picture plan, 
you have now a very interesting pic- 
ture before the class. You should have 
a home, a family, a neighbor's house, 
a church. You have the children help- 
ing in the home, and in the neighbor- 
hood, and in church. You see the fam- 
ily helping a displaced person, helping 
all who are in need. 

Now this last lesson should be a mis- 
sionary lesson, “Jesus, Friend of All.” 
We once more sing the song Primary 
classes all love, “Jesus loves the little 
children of the world.” We have the 
same Golden Text I suggested for last 
Sunday. 

To finish up your picture today, after 
reviewing the story of the quarter quite 
briefly, put a large cross in the center 
of your picture, right over whatever is 
there. Around the edge of the picture 
put the names of many countries. Let 
the children suggest them, and you print 
them in colored crayons. Then draw 
golden rays out from that center cross 
to all these countries, showing to the 
children how the cross should take its 
message to all the world. 

Then bring the lesson home to the 
children. How is the story of the cross, 
of the death and resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, going to go to all the 
countries of the world? Only as some- 
body takes it there. Who is going to 
take it? 

I know so many young people who are 
going out as missionaries, thrilled to 
take the Gospel to the ends of the earth. 
As long as the Lord tarries, there must 
be those who will carry the Gospel, The 
children in your Primary class today 
will be the men and women of tomor- 
row. Years go so fast. Right now a girl 
is in Africa who used to be in my class. 
In Pakistan is a young man who was 
a boy taking part in a missionary radio 
broadcast just a few short years ago. 
Others who have been in Bible classes 
as children are scattered far and wide, 
preaching and teaching. Your children 
in your classes will do the same, unless 
the Lord calls us away before they are 
grown. It seems to many that He is 
at the door, but His command to us is 
still, “Occupy till I come.” That means 
faithful teaching and praying for every 
child you teach,

Another Gospel ?

virus of these false religions. And it 
seems to me that this has a very sinis- 
ter suggestion, because it [MRA] is a 
fine tool of the arch Deceiver who 
would have all men believe that sal- 
vation is by works, and it could serve 
him well in the days of the Antichrist, 

I am of the opinion that these tares 
have been sowed while we have slept. 
I doubt if the average Christian is 
aware of the evil in this Movement 
and of our peril.—A California reader. 


The California reader has already 
made a pretty fair analysis of the forty- 
page brochure reporting the national 
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convention of Moral Re-Armament 
which was held in Washington, D. C., 
December 30, 1950, to January 8, 1951. 
It contains a brief Foreword by Dr. 
Frank N, D, Buchman, without one men- 
tion of God, Christ, or the Bible; the 
report of the welcome in the United 
States Senate, from the Congressional 
Record, January 5, 1951; brief résumés of 
the proceedings of the nine convention 
days; a center spread of photographs, 
showing prominent people from several 
countries, including Frank Buchman; a 
speech by Representative Cox of Georgia, 
praising the Assembly and its theme, 
“An Ideology That Can Win the World”; 
a list of all the overseas delegates; and 
sixty-six testimonies by prominent peo- 
ple from several countries. 

The changes are rung on the MRA 
“ideology,” as, “Not until MRA entered 
Germany was the ideological vacuum 
filled” (p. 5), “Your ideological battle 
to build a new world” (p. 23). 

Three MRA plays are mentioned 
which set forth its ideals (p. 6). This 
is the Oxford Group Movement, o01 
“Buchmanism,” on a grandiose scale. It 
could hardly gather together such a long 
and imposing list of people with high- 
sounding titles from top military, gov- 
ernmental, business, and industrial levels 
if the “offense of the cross,” the blood 
atonement, were one of its foundation 
stones. 

Never once is the Gospel set forth, 
prayer in the name of Christ is not men- 
tioned, and the Bible was referred to 
only incidentally, by a British Army 
officer. Frank Buchman is extolled again 
and again, and MRA is out to “win the 
world.” The testimonies show that its 
principles have resolved the deadlocks 
between capital and labor, brought new 
courage to discouraged people, and a 
certain kind of peace and happiness into 
homes where there have been continual 
friction. But the sad thing is that MRA 
is offered as a substitute for the old- 
fashioned, New Testament Gospel. It 
tells men they need to be changed, but, 
according to these reports, does not show 
them that they need to be born again 
through faith in Christ as Son of God 
and Saviour. The leaders are sincere, 
but sincerely wrong. They do seem to 
succeed in cleaning up some men and 
women for this world, but what about 
eternity? 

There may be men and women in the 
movement who teach the need of regen- 
eration in the New Testament sense, but 
there is no evidence of it in this forty- 
page report of their convention held 
last winter in Washington. One must 
therefore conclude that the Moral Re 
Armament, which is the Oxford Group 
Movement or “Buchmanism” grown up, 
is just what it has always been, “another 
gospel.” Our only safety, when con- 
fronted with such modern forms of re- 
ligion, is to test them by the unchange- 
able, infallible, inspired Word of God. 
Hear what the Spirit says of any other 
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gospel: “I marvel that ye are so soon 
removed from him that called you into 
the grace of Christ unto another gospel: 
which is not another: but there be some 
that trouble you, and would pervert the 
gospel of Christ. But thouch we, or an 
angel from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which we 
have preached unto you, let him be ace 
cursed. As we said befcre, so say I now 
again, If any man preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than that ye have received, 
let him be accursed” (Gal. 1:6-9).

It’s Worth Reading 
(Deut. 17:14, 15, 18-20; Phil. 4:8, 9)

HILE the topic assigned for this 
week’s meeting evidently includes 
the whole subject of reading, neverthe- 
less, it will be well for us, as young 
Christians, to limit our discussion, in the 
time at our disposal to the consideration 
of our particular responsibility not only 
to choose worth-while reading matter, 
but to select the type of distinctly Chris- 
tian literature that will contribute most 
to our spiritual growth and progress. 
ye 
It is no small wonder, amid the maze 
of reading material that floods our book- 
stores and newsstands today, that young 
people should be perplexed in knowing 
what to select. But there is one safe 
test that will help us in making wise 
choices. In 2 Timothy 3:16 and 17 we 
read, “All scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness: that the man 
of God may be perfect, throughly fur- 
nished unto all good works.” When we 
put God’s Word in its rightful place— 
first place—in our reading program, then 
many of our reading problems will be 
solved, for it is a thorough knowledge 
of God’s Word that enables us rightly to 
evaluate what we read elsewhere. It 
will purify our tastes and take away the 
desire for cheap and unprofitable read- 
ing matter. We need the constant 
“washing of water by the word” (Eph. 
5:26) to keep us sensitive to God’s pure 
standards and to cleanse us from the 
filth that meets our eyes many times in 
what we may find in modern books and 
magazines. Let us learn then to give 
God’s Word first place in our reading, 
and it will protect us from much that 
would soil our minds or warp our think- 
ing. 
a ye 
Every earnest Christian will want to 
read, in addition to God’s Word, books 
about the Word. A good Bible commen- 
tary will be a great help in understand- 
ing the Bible, and it will often bring 
together the Scripture portions that ex- 
plain each other. A commentary such 
as Jamieson, Fausset, and Brown's, which 
may now be had from the Zondervan 
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Publishing House, Grand Rapids 2, 
Mich., at $6.95, complete in one volume, 
is a worth-while investment for the 
young Christian, as is also a good Bible 
dictionary, such as “Bible Encyclopedia 
and Dictionary,” by A, R. Fausset (Zon- 
dervan Pub. House, Grand Rapids 2, 
Mich., $4.95). 
se 


To be well-informed, every Christian 
should read some sound Christian mag- 
azine or periodical. We may be tempted 
to say at once that we have no time 
for such Christian reading, but most of 
us have time to spend listening to the 
radio, or watching television, or reading 
secular magazines that, if not actually 
harmful, are often worthless. Let us 
be honest in this matter of reading, and 
read those things that are consistent 
with what we believe. If we believe in 
democracy, we do not read the Daily 
Worker unless we do so on rare occa- 
sions just to confirm our convictions as 
to what it supports. .Why then should 
we as Christians waste time on weak, 
untrustworthy material, or on dangerous 
periodicals and books that undermine 
the faith or question the Word? 

Our Christian reading should bring us 
devotional and inspirational articles that 
will establish our faith and strengthen 
our hearts. It should bring us Chris- 
tian and missionary news, so that we 
may draw encouragement and inspira- 
tion, as well as warnings from what is 
going on around the world in religious 
circles, and so that we may be informed 
about the great issues that are abroad 
in the Christian church today. 

Our Christian reading should give us 
help on difficult Bible questions, infor- 
mation on archaeological findings, and 
the like. It should bring us biographical 
sketches of outstanding Christians. And 
last but not least, it should bring us 
careful appraisals of the latest books 
in the religious field, as well as books 
on biography, on travel, and safe Chris- 
tian fiction. 

Let us learn then to check up our 
reading with the Word of God, and 
spend our time on that which is profit- 
able, and let us learn to use sound 
Christian periodicals as a guide to the 
kind of Christian reading that will 
strengthen us and equip us as Christian 
workmen who are zealous to do effi- 
ciently and well what God has in His 
plan for us to do.

“This baby is going to need 
special care, if she is to live at all, poor 
wee thing.” 

All the nurses at the hospital were 
very much interested. “Don’t worry, 
Doctor,” they said. “We'll take good 
care of her, and love her, so that soon 
she’ll be fat and happy.” 

“What name shall we give her?” asked 
the doctor. 

“Let’s call her Piyari,” suggested one 
of the nurses. Piyari means “beloved.” 

So little Faltu, the overdose, became 
Piyari, the loved one, and it was in- 
deéd loving care she received in the 
mission hospital. Bottles were steril- 
ized, and milk was boiled, so there would 
be no germs to make the baby sick, and 
the nurses almost quarreled for the 
chance to feed her. When the cold 
weather came, for weather does grow 
cold in North India, the nurses knit 
little shirts and sweaters and caps to 
keep Piyari warm. And Piyari, who of 
course did not know that she had once 
been called “too much,” and thrown into 
the cactus hedge for the howling jackals 
to make away with, gurgled and laughed 
and grew chubby and strong. 

Perhaps it is a funny thing for a child 
to call a hospital her home, but Piyari 
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knew no other home, and was happy 
there. She called the doctor, Mama Ji, 
the nurses, Big Sisters. Often the doctor 
would take her across the road to her 
own home, and let her play in the gar- 
den. Sometimes she looked at picture 
books in the doctor's living room. 

“Piyari,” the missionary doctor said to 
her one day, “you are a big girl now, 
seven years old, and soon it will be 
time to start to school.” 

“To school?” asked Piyari in surprise. 
“Why, I have started to school. Every 
day I have been going to school.” 

“Yes, I know,” answered the doctor, 
“but that is to our little day school in 
the city. I think now it would be bet- 
ter for you to go away to boarding 
school, where you'll live with a lot of 
other little girls. You'll like it.” 

Piyari wasn't sure, at first, whether 
she was going to like it or not. She 
was homesick for the hospital and the 
nurses and the doctor. Soon, however, 
she began to feel at home, and very 
much enjoyed boarding school life, 
thou'gh each vacation she looked for- 
ward to going home to the hospital. 

On one of the visits home, Piyari said 
to the doctor: “Mama Ji, the girls at 
school ask, ‘Piyari, who is your real 
mother?’ ” 

The missionary doctor decided the 
time had come to tell Piyari the story 
of how she had been thrown away into 
the cactus hedge, rescued by a poor 
Christian woman, and brought to the 


hospital. 
“We named you Piyari,” the doctor 
said, “because we all loved you, and 


we hoped, when you grew older, you 
would love us.” 

“Oh, I do, I do!” cried Piyari. “I love 
you, Mama Ji, and I love the Big Sister 
nurses, every one of them!” She stop- 
ped, and thought for a little while. Then 
she said, “Mama Ji, it’s like the verse 
we learned at schcol.” 

“What verse?” asked the doctor. 

“The verse that says, ‘We love him, 
because he first loved us.’ That means, 
the teacher said, that long before we 
ever heard of Jesus, He loved us, so 
much that He died on the cross to save 
us from sin; and because He loved us, 
we love Him.” 

“Yes, that’s what the verse means,” 
said the doctor. 

Piyari went on: “You and the nurses 
loved me so much you took care of me. 
fed me, and made clothes for me, and 
sent me to school, and told me about 
the Lord Jesus. So now, why shouldn't 
my heart say, ‘I love you’? I think I 
understand that verse better now.” 

“Perhaps you do, Piyari,” the doctor 
agreed, “but never forget, even though 
we love you dearly, we can never, never 
love you as much as the Lord Jesus 
Christ loves you.” 

“Wasn't it a good thing I was thrown 
to the jackals?” suggested Piyari; then 
went on, “And wasn’t it a good thing 
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that Rajan was a Christian woman, so 
that she knew to bring me here to the 
mission hospital?” 

This happened a long time ago. Now, 
if you were in India, you might find 
Piyari, a Bible woman, visiting the vil- 
lage homes, to tell the many, many 
women there about Jesus our Saviour, 
and our loving Heavenly Father who 
cares for us all, even for little Faltu 
babies.

A Collection of Editorial Notes 


Bible Light on Daily Life. By Philip 
E. Howard, Jr. (Van Kampen Press, 
Wheaton, Ill., $2.25.)

NCE a week there appears on the 

front page of THE SuNDAY SCHOOL 
TiMEs a brief editorial note. It is con- 
sistently good—sane, spiritual, and prac- 
tical. Many a traveler on life’s path 
has been refreshed by that “word in 
season.” But when only one of them is 
seen at a time, it scarcely occurs to the 
reader to consider the wealth of experi- 
ence and study, the sum of life and work 
back of them. However, when two hun- 
dred of these little gems are brought 
together in one volume, the cumulative 
effect makes one realize their true worth, 
The range of topics, the breadth of out- 
look, the wealth of quotation, and the 
lucidness of expression all combine to 
make this-compilation a real treasure- 
trove. The author deals happily with 
such themes as Bible study, family wor- 
ship, preaching, reading, private prayer, 
divine guidance, the seasons, affliction, 
temptation, criticism, singing, fear, cour- 
tesy, temper, ambition, old age, and 
many others. His own reading prefer- 
ences are reflected in his quotations. He 
has lived with the Greathearts of the 
centuries: George Mueller, Andrew Mur- 
ray, Bishop Moule, Bishop Ryle, Samuel 
Rutherford, Andrew Bonar, Alexander 
Whyte, William Law, Alexander Smellie, 
C. H. Spurgeon, John Wesley, John Bun- 
yan, Jonathan Edwards, Martin Luther, 
Adolph Saphir. Yet this is not a book 
of quotations. The writer is not a slave 
to his authors, but he makes them his 
servants. They contribute, but the 


thought is his, beaten out on the anvil 
of experience, and matured in the place 
of prayer. Dr. Howard is a master of 
encouragement, a champion of Christian 
balance, and a skillful surgeon in touch- 
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ing the defects of believers. Strength 
of conviction is coupled with breadth of 
sympathy, 

As a lover of nature, the author has 
been able to draw some rare illustrations 
from that realm. Take this from “Win- 
ter Blessings”: “It is the dead wood 
that cracks and falls, and the trees with 
shallow roots that go over.” And then 
it is applied to the days of adversity. 
Or see how he turns the story of the 
Cooper’s hawk and the sparrow in 
“Safety in Thorns,” and the interesting 
facts about the chimney swift’s winter 
home in “Behold the Fowls of the Air.” 
These are touches that charm and bless. 
Editorial discipline has made for brief 
sentences that stick. Speaking of the 
treasure stored in the Bible, he says, “It 
may be had without money, but not 
without cost.” Again, “Principle is a 
safer guide than impulse.” Or this: 
“What happens in us is more important 
than what happens to us,” These are but 
samples, 

This is a book of the uplands. The 
ideals by which Dr, Howard himself 
lives are here given expression. Yet I 
know few books in which the author 
has so kept out of sight. There is no 
trace of the Pharisee here, but the pure 
vision of one who has lifted up his eyes 
to the hills. Many a defeated Christian 
will take heart in these pages. 

The notes are arranged in eight sec- 
tions, dealing respectively with The 
Christian's Book, The Christian’s Home, 
The Christian's Work, The Christian’s 
Guidance, The Christian’s Year, The 
Christian's Trials, The Christian’s Walk, 
and The Christian's Sword. The last 
division occupies about half the volume, 
and its chapters are based on verses of 
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in 5 countries, Gospel literature in 21 coun 
tries, and radio around the world. This faith 
work, established 1928, is the only agency

The reader is not likely to 
forget the flashes of light on 1 Chronicles 
4:23, Psalm 34:5, and Psalm 94:19. A 
topical index and a textual index are a 
valuable addition. Altogether this vol- 
ume is bound to establish the Editor of 
THE SuNDAY ScHooL TIMES as one of the 
leading devotional writers of our day; 
but more important than that, it will 
point the way of victory to many a 
struggling saint, and honor the Lord 
Jesus as the all-sufficient reservoir of 
power for His people: 


Blessings of Suffering. By William 
Goulooze. (Baker Book House, Grand 
Rapids 6, Mich., $2.) Sickness and suf- 
fering will be more easily borne by those 
who read Dr. Goulooze’s two books on 
the subject. The first was “Victory Over 
Suffering.” The arrangement of these 
volumes of comfort is unique. Each of 
the twelve chapters in the present vol- 
ume comprises five parts: A meditation, 
interwoven with personal testimony, by 
the author, who has undergone’ serious 
operations and suffered much; short tes- 
timonies from others, in answer to a 
questionnaire sent out by the author; 
sentence testimonies obtained in the 
same way; comforting Bible texts; and 
Christian poems that bring strength in 
time of trouble. 

There are three “presentations,” or 
forewords at the beginning of the vol- 
ume by Dr. Robert G. Lee of Memphis, 
Tenn.; Dr. Paul W. Harrison, well-known 
medical missionary to Arabia; and the 
Editor of the Times, who met Dr. Gou- 
looze last summer on the way to Europe. 
The Editor wrote: 

“The strong and well may not appre- 
ciate all that Dr. Goulooze says. It is 
not primarily for them that he writes, 
but rather for the sick, the suffering, 
the shut-in, and the invalid. His books 
are unusual. If you know what it is to 
feel the prick of the lancet in your finger 
for a blood test, the sting and ache of 
the hypodermic needle, the doctor’s 
probing instrument; if you remember the 
sudden buzzing and clicking of the X-ray 
machine over some part of your body; 
if you have lain flat on your back in 
utter weakness, going over and over the 
designs in the wallpaper, listening to a 
clock tick, and hearing steps go by your 
door without coming in; if you have lain 
in a hospital bed, with pain as your con- 
stant companion, listening to the strange 
confusion of noises; then you will find 
many things in this book that exactly fit 
your own experience. If some of these 
things still lie ahead of you, then you 
will be glad to have this book with you, 
to read little or much, as your strength 
permits. And if God has blessed you 
with abounding health and _ strength, 
then praise Him anew for His goodness, 
and lend the book to a suffering friend.” 


The Redeemer. By William R. Cannon, 
(Abingdon-Cokesbury Press, Nashville 
2, Tenn., $2.75.) To every minister, 
teacher, and to every thinking layman 
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concerned with the deepening of his 
knowledge of theology, this up-to-date 
study of Christology is to be heartily 
commended. The thesis is simply that 
“the work of Jesus Christ defines, for 
Christian faith, His person.” The author 
therefore examines the work of our 
Lord, demonstrating in successive chap- 
ters His character as our Prophet, Judge, 
Priest, Saviour, Teacher, Leader, Lord 
and Ruler of nature, Redeemer, Life, very 
man and very God. The way in which 
contemporary theological systems are 
identified with their heretical parent 
theologies of the past is supremely help- 
ful. The values of the book are. far 
more on the constructive side of the 
ledger, however. 

The author states at one point, “It is 
not unusual for theologians to disagree 
among themselves, and seldom is a re- 
ligious opinion advanced that a dispu- 
tant does not arise to challenge it.” For 
that reason, perhaps, this reviewer finds 
that, after reading this excellent book, 
he has made numerous question marks 
throughout. The marks of approbation 
and emphasis far outnumber indications 
of disagreement, however, and this work 
will be found to be an excellent state- 
ment of genuine Christian Christology 
and faith. we
